No relief in sight in the but- 
ter shortage until some time 
to come.

census of opinion among local 
grocers and markets as Uplanders 
found it increasingly difficult to 
buy butter for their tables daily. 

It was almost an impossibility to 
get any oleomargarine because of 
strikes in scattered parts of the 
nation as well as in Southern Cali- 
tornia, 

Some stores reported that they 
had been told that there would be 
no increase in the amount of but- 
ter now available untii another 
six months. Others thought the 
acute shortage would be relieved 
Somewhat sooner, put they were 
all unanimous in agreeing that no 
early relief was in sight. 

Leonard M. Kearns, OPA dis
